PARIS (AP) - A complete news 


blackout 'shrouded the extended 
secret talks here today between Henry 
A. Kissinger and North Vietnamese 
peace negotiators 


A U.S. official spokesman would 


only confirm the White House an- 
nouncement that a second session 
was held today following the 
presidential adviser's meeting Tuesday 
with Le Due Tho, Hanoi Politburo 
member and special adviser to the 
North Vietnamese peace talks 
delegation, and Xuan Thuy, head of 
the delegation. 


A spokesman at the North Viet- 


namese delegation turned aside all 
questions concerning the parley. "We 
have nothing to say," he repeated. 


The extension of the Kissinger- 


North Vietnamese 18th meeting into 
a second day stirred speculation here 
as to whether some progress was 
finally being made in the negotiations 
that have been deadlocked for nearly 
four years. 


The publicly stated positions of 


both sides remain far apart. The Viet 
Cong has been pressing hard for 
acceptance of its plan for a tripartite 
provisional government to replace the 
regime of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu in Saigon. This proposal has 
been rejected by the South Viet- 
namese and American delegations. 


The Communist side had stated the 


war will continue as long as the 
United States maintains its support of 
Thieu and continues mining ports in 
North Vietnam and attacks in both 
zones of Vietnam.

Probe of war 
crimes claimed 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) •- The Daily 
Oklahoman reported todav that the 
Army has been investigating for two 
years allegations that a single infantry 
company committed a series of war 
crimes in the same vicinity as the My 
Lai massacre. 


The Daily Oklahoman said the toll 


in murdered civilians and executed 
prisoners was estimated by former 
members of the unit from 80 to 
"hundreds." 


The unit under investigation is 


Company C, 2nd Battalion, 35th In- 
fantry, 3rd Brigade, 25th Infantry 
Division, the paper said hi a story by 
Jack Taylor. 


Taylor said the company was at- 


tached to the 4th Infantry Division 
and was operating in Quang Ngai 
Province when the alleged crimes 
were committed in the spring of 1967. 


That is the same general area of the 


My Lai massacre, which occurred the 
following spring after the 4th Division 
was relieved by the 23rd Infantry 
(Americal) Division. 


In Washington, a Pentagon 


spokesman said several investigations 
are under way but that he could not 
say if one involved Quang Ngai. 


Many of the atrocities allegedly 


committed by the unit of the 35th 
Infantry occurred during a search- 
and-destroy operation between March 
18-23,1967, the Daily Oklahoman said. 


It added that investigations by the 


Army Criminal Investigation Division 
(CID) of separate incidents led to a 
broader probe of other alleged in- 
cidents attributed to the same unit 
over an extended period. 


The series of alleged atrocities in- 


volves allegations of burning villages 
and crops, mutilating dead bodies and 
executing unarmed civilians and 
captured enemy troops, the paper 
said. 
No one to get 
peace prize 


OSLO OJ>) -The Norwegian Nouel 


committee announced today that it 
has decided not to award any peace 
prize this year. 


This is the 19th omission since the 


prizes started in 1901. 


The 1971 peace «>nze went to Wi'ly 


Brandt, the chancellor of West 
Germany American Norman i'. 
Borlaug won it in 1970 and Dr. Martii 
Luther King Jr. in 1964. The prize was 
last omitted in 1967. 


A Nobel Committee spokesman did 


not give any official reason for this 
year's decision. The prize money, 
approximately $100,000 will be kept 
in the Nobel fund. 


The Daily Oklahoman said the unit

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Martin takes blame for Lowell Hall deal 


MADISON - Former State Rep. 


David Martin, Neenah Republican, said 
Tuesday that he would have to take 
personal responsibility for the con- 
troversial state purchases of Lowell 
Hall — but said that he was misled by 
University of Wisconsin officials. 


Martin was interviewed here a day 


before he was due to appear before the 
Currie Commission probing state real 
estate transactions. 


The state, in a deal later blasted by 


Republican Atty. Gen. Robert Warren, 
bought the private dormitory for $3.55 
million from financially troubled 
Robert Levine, later appointed state 
Selective Service chief by Democratic 
Gov. Patrick J. Lucey. 


Warren says that independent, out- 


side appraising indicates that the 
building was worth $2 million when

purchased from Levine. 


Warren has charged that the deal 


was arranged by former UW President 
Fred H. Harrington. Warren has said 
that Levin "clearly" was a "confidant" 
of Harrington's. 


The price was calculated to save 


Levine from bankruptcy, Warren has 
suggested. 


Martin said that as chairman of the 


subcommittee which recommended the 
sale, he accepted full responsibility for 
the purchase. 


But he flatly contradicted claims by 


UW offici&ls tnat the decision not to let 
Levine go into bankruptcy to buy the 
building at up to $900,000 cheaper came 
initially from him or former Gov. 
Warren P. Knowles. 


UW officials have said throughout 


the investigation that both Martin and 
Knowles argued that it was not proper 


for the state to "force" a man into 
bankruptcy because he could not meet 
his payments on a mortgage issued by a 
private insurance company. 


Among the UW officials making that 


claim has been Associate 
Vice 


President Wallace Lemmon. 


Martin said that he first heard that 


argument from Warren Exo, then a top 
aide working fo«- Lemmon and still 
working for the UW in the facilities 
area. 


"Warren* Exo told me that the 


University did not want to buy this 
property by forcing a person to 
foreclosure first," said Martin. 


"He didn't think it was ethical to do 


that, and I agreed," said the former 
Neenah lawmaker. 


"The two of us were standing there, 


holding the conversation. He is the one 
that brought it up. It is his word against 


mine - but I didn't even know that 
Levine was in foreclosure, or close to 
said Martin. 


"I got that from Exo." 
Knowles had not been brought into 


the consderation of the deal at the time 
the suggestion about the ethics of such 
a foreclosure purchase was made, said 
Martin. 


Martin said lhat he accepted full 


responsibility for not seeking indepen- 
dent, outside appraisals on the worth of 
Lowell Hall, but honestly thought that 
the figures being supplied by the UW 
were the results of such an appraisal. 
The UW secured an estimate of the 
replacement cost of the building ins- 
tead. 


Martin said that a prime failure of the 


state building process which led to the 
Lowell Hall controversy was th£lack of 
adequate staff help for the Building 


Commission, comprised of part-time 
lawmakers. The Commission relies on 
the state Department of Administra- 
tion for staff assistance, and the 
department has become an "advocate" 
of continued state government and 
bureaucratic growth, rather than 
examining agency requests in detail, he 
charged. 


A similar theme was sounded by state 


Rep. Herbert Grover, D-Shawano, who 
said that he has long fought the "poor" 
information given it by the administra- 
tion department. 


"The thing is preposterous," he said. 


"As the junior member of the Building 
Commission, I obviously was not the 
one to contact, ^he said. 


"The error rests with the university 


people and with the Department of 
Administration," charged Grover.

The answers? Too big an order! But 


one thing is certain: He has an eye 
defect, or perhaps a combination of eye 
defects and. yes. it definitely has to be a 
handicap for the little fellow. 


Nystagmus, or rapid movement of 


the eyes, can occur very early in life -or 
it can develop later in life from a variety 
of causes. 


There are a score of different types of 


nystagmus. Movement can be from side 
to side, up and down or in a circular 
motion. There's a variety involving 
slow movement in one direction, then a 
rapid movement the other way. 


In short, nystagmus is a complicated 


matter and I couldn't say yes or no as to 
whether glasses would help. If there is a 
refractive error, then glasses, of course, 
could help. If the nystagmus is due to 
some other type of ailment, then 
glasses would not be the answer. 


Nystagmus, for another thing, may 


be associated with amblyopia (defec- 
tive vision from one cause or another). 
Whether this accounts for the young- 
ster tilting his head is something I can't 
answer, except to say that it is pretty 
obvious the head-tilting is an effort to 
see better. 


I confess this isn't a very satisfactory 


answer for you. but I don't think it is 
possible to give you an acceptable 
answer with so many possibilities in- 
volved. 


The one specific piece of advice 


which I can give —and I most solemnly 
do — is that this child should be cared 
for by a fully qualified eye specialist. If 
there is none in your community, the he 
should be taken where there is one. ftis 
troubles are not the kind that will 
correct themselves or go away as he 
gets older.

position.

The most significant shift in the vote 


between early and mid-September can 
be found among young voters under 30 
years of age. Mr. Nixon is now ahead of 
Sen McGovern by only 47-45 per cent 
among the young, compared with a 
52-42 per cent advantage three weeks 
ago.

party base in order to make the election 
close. In 1968, for example, when a 
relatively high 14 per cent of all 
Democrats defected to the third-party 
candidacy' of George Wallace and an 
additional 16 per cent went for Richard 
Nixon, Democratic nominee Hubert 
Humphrey nonetheless was able to win 
70 per cent of his own party members. 
At the moment, McGovern is running 
22 points off the percentage of 
Democrats won by Humphrey four 
years ago. 


Reaction to this latest Hams Survey 


could go in two opposite directions: (1) 
that the six-point decline in the Nixon 
lead is a signal that McGovern has now 
turned the comer and the election will 
proceed to become much closer, or (2) 
that with a 28-pomt bulge in his favor, 
Richard Nixon has an insurmountable 
lead. Neither interpretation is warrant- 
ed from these results 


In all probability, if the election were 


held last Friday, the day after the 
polling ended, the Harris Survey 
division of 59-31 per cent could well be 
overstating the Nixon margin for these 
reasons. 


More are undecided 


—The undecided vote is running 


higher than usual at this stage of a 
presidential election, a sign of much 
flux and even instability among the 
voters. 


-When the 10 per cent of the likely 


voters who are undecided are analyzed, 
they are 4-1 Democratic in their party 
affiliation. They also tend to be less 
critical of McGovern and more hostile 
to the President than the voters as a 
whole. If McGovern were to capture 80 
per cent of this undecided vote, the 
outcome then would be 61-39 per cent - 
a lead six points lower than the one Mr. 
Nixon now enjoys. Such a result would 
roughly approximate the size of Lyn- 
don Johnson's win over Barry Gold- 
water in 1964. 


—The electorate has indicated a 


desire to vote Democratic for Congress 
in 1972. This underlying anchor point of 
inclinations to vote Democratic in 
other elections being held this year not 
only could make Richard Nixon's coat- 
tails quite short this November, but 
could actually cost him some votes in 
the presidential race. 


-president Nixon has recently gained 


in personal popularity ana cuufidence 
among voters during the same period 
that Sen. McGovern has slipped in 
public confidence. Nonetheless, Mr. 
Nixon's own confidence rating is no 
better than 51-39 per cent positive, a 
12-point margin, in contrast to his 
overall 28-point lead. If, in the remain- 
ing weeks of the election voters focus 
primarily on Richard Nixon personally 
rather than George McGovern. as has 
been the case for some time now, it is 
possible for the Nixon current margin 
to shrink. 


-Finally, the reverse of a bandwagon 


effect, an underdog effect, could take 
place in reaction to the polls. The Harris 
Survey 
has 
encountered 
the 


phenomenon in past elections of an 
early front runner's lead slipping 
sharply at the end because voters feel it 
is not right for him to win by such a 
large margin. This could have an im- 
pact this time if some voters who might 
actually prefer the President to 
McGovern, nonetheless end up voting 
for the Senator simply because they do 
not feel that Mr. Nixon deserves to win 
in a landslide. 


Despite all of these influences which 


might narrow the Nixon lead, the fact 
-emains that he is still 59-31 per cent 
ahead with Election Day six weeks 
away. That is a massive margin 
measured by any standards

He had 
lived in Philadelphia most of the time 
since retiring in 1949. He was a native 
of Washington, D.C., and was a 1918 
graduate of Annapolis.

The Biharis, Moslems like most 


flocked to f*tnpt by the tens 


of thousands during and after last 
December's India-Pakistan war that 
created Bangladesh in the former 
eastern wing of Pakistan. They feared 
Bengali reprisals. 


Under the former Pakistani rulers, 


the best jobs and the best training 
went to the Biharis, a minority of 
fewer than 3 million in a land of 75 
million. 


Biharis migrated to East Pakistan 


in 1947 when the Indian subcontinent 
was partitioned, opting for the Islamic 
government in preference to the 
Hindu-dominated government of In- 
dia. Most speak Urdu like the Punjabi 
majority in West Pakistan, but many 
young Biharis were born in East 
Pakistan, speak Bengali and were 


in Bengali-language schools. 


Various Biharis who talk with 


visitors to the camps say their lives 
in Bangladesh are irretrievable and 
they want to migrate to Pakistan. 


The conditions in which they live 


continue to be a festering sore on the 
independence of Bangladesh, although* 
in truth their caged lives are easier 
than those of many Bengalis. The Red 
Cross and other relief agencies 
provide food, while outside the camps 
millions of Bengalis scrape for sub- 
sistence. 


The government also is housing the 


Biharis, but at New Geneva, a com- 
munity of 32,000 created when the 
government expropriated a Bihari 
school where the refugees had 
huddled for six months, the stench is 
abominable. Garbage piles and 


drinking water share an area of 40 


The Biharis daim 40 to SO people 


•hate each hut of 378 square feet. 


Tanks supplied by the Red Crocs 


provide 'running water and crude 
latrines. But the Biharis cannot forget 
the fences. As an American otwsaian 
walked around the compound, a 
woman brought forward a crying 
rtiiiff whose bead was bleeding. She 
said the child had been hit by a brick 
tossed over the fence from outside. 


A disgusted Bengali civil servant 


said such occurrences are com- 
monplace.

and is pretty much of a running com- 
mentary on his observations: 


". . .people and animals fleeing. . 


women crying. . .roads clogged with 
refugees. . .a steady stream of am- 
bulances bringing in the wounded. . .1 
saw a terrible sight today - North 
Vietnamese mortar hit a small plane. It 
nosed over and hit the ground in a ball 
of flame. 


"Saigon bustles while the country 


crumbles. . .sweating gallons. . .a 
rocket-dented helmet. . .Artillery fire 
guns down a farmer who collapses in a 
heap like wet spaghetti. . .Here I am, 
sunning on the beach, picking up conch 
shells and listening to rock music. It's 
hard to believe the war is only five miles 
away..." 


In a question and answer session, 


Threlkeld said he didn't believe the 
young people of America differed much 
from the Presidential campaign na- 
tional survey showings.

'Eyes' that bark guide the blind

Big, friendly, alert and obedient. 
They are man's best friend, and in 


some cases, also his ayes. 


Such a dog, a German Shepherd 


named Mickey and his master Vincent 
Syracuse, a dog guide trainer and 
former member of the military Canine 
Corps, were at Appleton .High School 
West Tuesday to inform students of a 
special training-school where blind 
people may obtain dogs to guide them 
in their everyday affairs. 


Syracuse handles public relations for 


Leader Dogs for the Blind in Rochester, 
Mich., one of three major schools in the 
UJS. where the dogs are trained. 


Actually, Mickey, who's 10 years old. 


is somewhat of a "flunk-out," Syracuse 
said. He's a family pet "because he 
couldn't handle elevators in Chicago 
too well." But he has traveled with his 
trainer nearly 300,000 miles to demon- 
strate just how the blind and their dogs 
get along together. 


Though Syracuse is not blind. 


Mickey was outfitted with a harness, 
the kind that is heW by a Mind person. 
The pair paraded about the high school 
stage, with the dog guiding to prevent 


his master from toppling off the edge. 


Mickey responded to commands in 


five languages. And, at one point, on a 
"stay" order remained at center stage 
while Syracuse slipped out of the audi- 
torium to demonstrate what dog 
obedience is all about. 


"There is no such thing as perfection 


in guide dogs, however," Syracuse ad- 
mitted to students. "Some minor dis- 
tractions might only be expected. You 
couldn't expect a dog to ignore a cat or 
squirrel, just like you couldn't expect a 
boy to miss a pretty girl," he said. 


"But the question he posed was, 


"Will she break?" This he said, is why 
the dogs must be trained so well. 


The 
school 
which 
Syracuse 


represents was established in 1939 
through funds donated by the Lions 
Club of Detroit, and it presently is 
supported by Lions and other charita- 
ble organizations. Last year it graduat- 
ed over 225 blind persons 
from 


throughout the U.S. and countries in 
Central and South America and 
Europe. 


The dogs are accepted between ages 


one and two, Syracuse said. "They 
under go several weeks of concentrated 
training before they even meet their 


masters-to-be," he explained. About 
seven out of 10 dogs, for various 
reasons (such as Mickey's problem 
with elevators) don't make the grade. 


Meal breeds 


Ideal breeds include black labradors, 


golden retrievers, German Shepherds 
and 
malamutes, 
although 
the 


malamutes sometimes like to fight too 
much, admitted Syracuse. 


The blind students enjoy dormitory 


living at Rochester and train with their 
dog for nearly a month. They step out 
into the community and practice in 
residential areas. They walk and shop 
in the busy downtown and learn to 
handle the sidewalks and cross the 
congested streets. 


"The reason for guide dogs," 


Syracuse said, "is so that blind people 
can live a relatively normal life, and 
not have to depend too much on family 
and friends to get about" 


He estimated that about 10,000 to 


450,000 blind persons in the U.S. might 
be qualified for » dog guide. 
, "But unfortunately," he said, "many 
blind people do not know about the 
school, and many have the mistaken 
conception that they would have to pay 
for it."

-government corruption 
to civil 


• disobedience, tactics which earned him 
* the reputation of "the Gandhi of the 


West." An early venture was to lead a 
group of unemployed Sicilians in a 
"strike-in-reverse" to repave an impas- 
sable road which the government, after 
repeated promises, had failed to repair. 
Dolci and several colleagues were jailed 
for their unsalaried labor, but many 
newspaper stories were written which 
succeeded in dramatizing the lack of 
jobs in western Sicily. He organized

cooperative, 
fisherman's 


cooperative and a nursery school, and 
-wrote several books documenting the 
poverty of the area and exposing 
Mafia-government 
collusion 
and 


church apathy. 


Dolci's greatest achievement to date 


is represented by the opening last year 
~of the Jato Dam — a project the 
government had had on its books since 
f948, but one which threatened local 
dontrol of the Mafia over the water 
supply. Funds had been voted, and in 
1959 a government agency had asked 
for bids, but no Sicilian firm dared bid 
for fear of Mafia reprisal. A Roman 
contractor took on the job, but work 
stopped in 1962 after a series of burn- 
ings and bombings by the Mafia. 


Dolci turned to his favorite tactic: a 


JSst. Within nine days the government 
>had agreed to guarantee that the 
project would continue. During con- 
struction hundreds of locally hired men 
'acquired abilities of skilled workers. 
HJpon completion of the dam in June, 
-1971, thousands of acres of previously 
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unproductive land came under irriga- 
tion. 


Dolci's newest project is the building 


of a 400-student school that will 
provide a modern alternative to the 
traditionally authoritarian Sicilian 
school system. "People in the area are 
entering into a new awareness," Dolci 
says. "We must confront bask issues at 
the roots -that is, with the children."

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Price comparison advertising 
regulations to be redrafted 


MADISON -The Wisconsin Legala 


ture'» Administrative Rules Committee 
has put off a proposed comparative 
price advertising regulation for it least 
one month — urging the state Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to draft a proposal 
more acceptable to critical merchants. 


"Well act on this by December," said 


committee chairman Sen. Wayne 
Wbittow. D Milwaukee, after the unit 
unanimously agreed to delay of 30 days 
or longer for a "recess" while the state 
department attempts to redraft of the 
proposal that went through a year of 
evolution after first being proposed by 
a departmental consumer advisory 
council- 


Two lawmakers on the interim com- 


mittee warned in voting for the delay, 
however, that there is little chance that 
any more compromise can be found 
between divided camps on the rule 
which was to have become effective 
January 1,1973. 


And an informal poll of the commit- 


tee Tuesday indicated that unless 
further compromise is accomplished, 
critics of the plan have the six votes 
necessary to suspend the rule adopted 
unanimously by the state Board of 
Agriculture. 


Against consumers 


Monday the Council of Consumer 


Affairs, headed by Democratic Lt. Gov. 
Martin J. Schreiber, teetered on the 
brink of accusing the rules committee 
of being "stacked" against consumers 
and in favor of business, but agreed to 
withhold criticism, pending the out- 
come of the rules hearing. 


The rule which went through four 


public hearings a year ago and sub- 
sequent redraftings in cooperation with 
state business and consumer groups, 
would outlaw in Wisconsin the use of 
false or unprovable price comparisons 
in advertising. Only claims that can be 
validated with records of past prices 
charged for sales items, or with future 
prices charged, would be legal, under 
the rule. 


The rule delays effect on mail order 


catalogs for about one year, but major 
mail order firms were out in force to 


Sacking the proposal, meanwhile, 


were spofcfwa for the agriculture 
department and the Wisconsin Depart- 
ment of Justice, consumer advocates 
and the Milwaukee Better Business 
Bureau. .

"1 don't think that the free enterprise 


system has to be a racket." said Arthur 
Gordon of Madison, representing the 
Wisconsin Consumer League. 


Widespread fake advertising is ap- 


parent in Wisconsin said Assistant 
Atty. Gen. James Jeffries. "It is time 
that we move into this area." he said. 


When Sen. Reuben LaFave, R-Ocon- 


to, objected that at least half of the 
advertisements run in the state are 
written by newspaper ad salesmen, and 
that newspapers were not protecting 
the public, he was backed by Mil- 
waukee attorney Bernard Golstein. 


"Fifty per cent of last week's adver- 


tisements were false and fraudulant. 
either knowingly or not," he charged. 
"I'm not naive enough to believe that a 
newspaper just sits there and takes the 
orders and bills them out." he said. 


Media advertising is an aggressive 


business that usually operates on a 
commission basis for salesmen, he said. 


"The first time some merchant gets a 


bill for $400 for an ad and a letter from 
Jim Jeffries' office saying that the ad 
was false, the newspaper is going to 
know about it —because it is not going 
to get paid," he said. 


Don't follow rules 


"The plain truth of the matter is that 


some merchants don't follow the basic 
rules of good advertising," said Robert 
Hampton of the Milwaukee Better 
Business Bureau, in backing the rule. 


William Johnson, ad manager for 


Madison Newspapers, said that news- 
papers "subtract" matter from ads, 
rather than adding it. State agencies 


are little help to merchants trying to 
write ads. and ad managers have to 
interpret existing rule* and laws for 
then, he said 


If the state would enforce the taws it 
n*s, and keep the public informed of 
easting guidehnes. the problems would 
cease, he said. 


He told LaFave. in reply to a ques- 


tion, that the proposal would be "very 
detrimental" to Wisconsin newspapers 
competing in state border areas with 
papers from other states. 


"Let's start over with the drafting " 


he said, urging rejection of the rule. 


"1 don't agree that consumers are as 


stupid as some people would have you 
believe they are." said Tim Lan- 
genhahn, advertising manager for the 
Wausau Record-Herald. 


No ad salesmen "hungry" for a com- 


mission knowingly accepts a false ad 
he said. 


"But we can't say. 'Give me an order 


for an ad.' and at the same time, 'I don't 
believe the prices you are giving me'." 
he told the committee. 


The rule would require a sizable en- 


forcement staff, driving up state budget 
totals, he warned. 


Catalog merchants, including the J. 


C. Penney Company, opposed the rule's 
application to their business, saying 
that it would be almost impossible to 
supply the information needed in the 
event of challenges in Wisconsin, 
rather than the country as a whole. The 
rule exempts catalog sales for about 
one year. 


A spokesman for the Avon cosmetics 


firm held out the hint that his company 
might have to discontinue business in 
Wisconsin if the rule is allowed to go 
into effect next year. 


Gary Williams, appearing for the 


Wisconsin Automotive Trades As- 
sociation warned that the proposed 
agriculture department rule might be in 
conflict with other rules of the motor 
vehicle division of the state Depart- 
ment of Transportation. 


In subsequent considerations, the 


rules committee could allow the rule to 
go into effect as planned, or reject it, 
insuring that the 1973 Legislature will 
get a similar proposal. 


Mental institution review scheduled 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - Mental ins- 
titution construction plans were 
delayed Tuesday by a decision to 
review proposals for closing Central 
State Hospital near Waupun. 


The Board of Health and Social 


Services approved a $17 million 
construction program for the 1973-79 
fiscal era. 


Remodeling plans for Mendota 


State Hospital were set aside until the 
board can review the program for 
Central State, many of whose patients 
would be transferred to Mendota. 


The legislature may have to 


approve some of the items outlined 
in the budget program. 


Dr. Leonard .Ganser, Mental 


Hygiene Division administrator, said 
only about 25 per cent of Central 
State patients are "in need of a 
maximum security institution." 


He said plans call for a patient 


enrollment of 290 by 1973, 158 a year 
later and closing of the institution by 
July 1, 1974. 


Some patients would be transferred 


also to the Winnebago hospital near 
Oshkosh. 


The board postponed action on a 


$200,000 allotment for remodeling the 
Mendota hospital to handle Central 
State arrivals. 


The division wants to merge the 


Children Treatment Center at 
Madison with Mendota facilities, 
hoping to modify the expense ; f 
operating the center for youngsters 
who require extra care. 


The division told the board it also 


wants to transfer to counties much 


of the responsibility for handling 
mental cases. 


Counties would be required to es- 


tablish mental health agencies, 
guaranting care at county institutions 
or arranging care through contracts, 
all by Jan. 1, 1975. 


Ganser said the program could 


assure Wisconsin of 2,000 institution 
beds for mental patients, some of 
them in remodeled portions of medical 
hospitals. 


It could help patients obtain 


treatment closer to their home 
communities, he said. 


He estimated the state would have 


to increase its financial assistance to 
the counties to about 75 per cent of 


mental expenses. 


Costs could be controlled through 


increased use of community-based, 
outpatient clinics.

Representatives of industry turned

Resources Department hearing on the 
revised set of rules for policing in- 
dustrial water contamination. 


A previous proposal, drafted pur- 


suant to a 1971 law. attracted fire 
from industry lawyers who insisted it 
would exceed the authority which had 
been extended by the legislature. 


The new proposal, like the original 


version, would require waste 
discharge reports from industries 
which dump into surface waters, land 
disposal systems or municipal 
sewerage systems. 


The rule would also require in- 


dustries to pay a $50 administrative 
fee. 


Industries dumping into surface 


waters would have to pay a $5 
monitoring charge if they exceeded 
limits on the amount of certain 
pollutants. 


They would be required to pay an 


additional fee for dumping excessive 
amounts of oxygen-consuming wates, 
suspended solids and heated water. 


Stanton Kleinert, head of the 


department's Environmental Quality 
Surveillance Section, said industries 
could end up paying even more in 
monitoring fees under the new 


proposals, contrary to reports the i_ 
rules would be softer on polluters. 


The old proposal, Kleinert said, set a 


$5.000 ceiling on the amount a copany 
could be charged. 


The new proposal, he said, set* a 


$10,000 ceiling, although the Uvit 
includes charges for air pollution 
monitoring. 


Spokesmen for Wisconsin Power 


and Light Co. said taxpayers should 
bear the cost 


"We must object to the concept of 


a pollution monitoring fee," a com- 
pany statement said. "Ultimately, this 
fee will be payed by the electric utility 
consumer who is already bearing the 
substantial costs of fighting pollut- 
ion." 


"The governmental expenditures 


implicit in the regulatory scheme 
should properly be borne by all the 
taxpayers for whose benefit the 
regulation exists," the utility insisted. 


The Wisconsin Manufacturers As- 


sociaton argued the monitoring fee is 
a charge on effluents contending it 
involves something not authorized by 
the legislature. 


"Nevertheless, we feel with 


improvements Wisconsin industry will 
be able to comply with these rules'." 
the association said. 


Kleinert said the new rules could 


greatly increase the pollution monit- 
oring program in Wisconsin by put- 
ting the responsibility in the hands of 
industry. 


The state, he said, would act as an 


administrator and would conduct 
occasional field inspections to check 
the accuracy of the reports. 


Welfare formula protested 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - Spokesmen 
for welfare recipients objected Tues- 
day to a new scale of payments 
outlined by the Board of Health and 
Social Services. 


Despite increases, they said, the 


board's proposed allotments would 
still be insufficient to meet needs of 
persons receiving funds under 
programs of aid to families with 
dependent children (AFDC). 


The board decided payments should 


be based on a flat rate rather than 
on a needs formula. 


Welfare recipients have been 


making demands for increased 
"special needs" payments, which are 
designed to meet unforeseen domestic 
expenses such as school clothes, 
unexpected fuel bills and furniture 
repairs. 


The legislature has limited 


payments to 95 per cent of estimated 
need, and the average welfare family 
of four receives $283 a month. 


The breakdown is $181 for living 


expenses, a "special needs" allowance 
of up to $27, and an average $75 
toward monthly rent with a $130 rent 
maximum. 


The board's proposal is to raise 


payments to 100 per cent of need, add 
$8 to meet higher costs of living, and 
add $31 to raise the base to the 
"poverty level." 


"Special needs" payments then 


could be eliminated, the board said. 


Besides the rental allowance, the 


monthly outlay would total $118 for 
one recipient, $152 for a family of two 
persons, $198 for three, $257 for four, 
$303 for five, $349 for six, $388 for 
seven, $422 for eight, $456 for nine 
and $489 for 10. 


Two board members voted against 


the new scale.

floor debate today on the hotly dis-

prolonged debate over its controver- 
sial provisions would thwart 
congressmen's hopes for adjournment 
byOcLM. 


But the bill also contains many 
Social Security and Medicare benefits 
which its sponsors consider highly 
popular in election year. 


The 880-page bill has been nearly

Democratic supporters of a bill 
increasing the minimum wage have 
reached a tentative agreement with 
key Southern Democrats that could 
break a long deadlock on the 
legislation. 


The agreement calls for increasing 


the present $1.60-an-hour rate to $1.90 
within 60 days of enactment and to 
$2.10 a year later. Lower rates would 
prevail for agricultural workers and 
full-time students. 


The compromise was hammered out 


Tuesday at a two-hour secret session 
attended by the managers of the bill, 
representatives of organized labor and 
Reps. Wilbur D. Mills. D-Ark., and' Joe 
D. Waggonner, D-La. 


It will be put to a test Oct. 3 when 


the House is scheduled to vote on a 
motion to permit a House-Senate 


conference to work out a final version 
of the legislation. 


Opposition from Republicans and 


Southern Democrats has blocked the 
conference for nearly two months. 
Opponents have been demanding 
assurances that the'House conferees 
will stand by -the much-more-limited 
House bill. 


The coalition of Republicans and 


Southern Democrats succeeded in 
having its own bill passed by the 
House last May. The bill would raise 
the minimum wage to $1.80 this year 
and $2 a year later, freeze coverage 
at present levels and apply a lower 
rate to teen-age workers as well as 
students. 


The Senate bill would boost the rate 


to $2 this year and $2.20 next year 
and bring eight million new workers 
under protection of the act. It con- 


tains no differential for youthful 
workers. 


Mills and Waggonner were key 


participants in Tuesday's meeting. 
The Democrats in charge of the bill 
want to accept some of the more 
generous Senate provisions but they 
need Southern votes to get through 
the conference. 


Details of the tentative agreement 


were not disclosed but important 
concessions to the Southerners 
reportedly were made in the area of 
wage rates and overtime pay for farm 
workers and food processors. 


The managers of the bill also were 


reported to have yielded on overtime 
pay for the state and local employes 
who would be brought under the act 
for the time time by the Senate bill, 
and on a lower wage rate for students. 


A key Republican demand has been 


to keep a lower rate also for workers 
18 and under, but Mills and Wag- 
gonner are reported to have dropped 
support of that provision. 


The increase to $1.90 and then to 


$2.10 would go to non-agricultural 
workers in jobs covered before 1966 
when the act was amended to add 
new areas of employment.

Doctor says treat sex 
as natural and normal

Dr. Earie Marsh's lecture on self- 


awareness and sex will be long remem- 
bered. repeated and argued about at the 
Fox Valley Technical Institute. 


With 100 teachers on strike Tuesday 


morning, nearly the whole student 
body had a chance to listen, and they 
filled the small FVTI auditorium and 
crowded around closed circuit TV 
monitors in the student lounge and 
classrooms. 


The San Francisco physician and sex 


counselor proved that the way you talk 
about sex can be as important as the 
things you say. Casually dressed and 
.looking much younger than his 61 
years. Marsh was at times gross or 
reverent, didactic or questioning, in- 
timate or clinical. 


His 
low-key, 
conversational 


approach prepared the ground for a 
central message: That people in Wes- 
tern society should throw off the con- 
fining mantle of the Judeo-Christian 
sex code, and accept themselves and 
their sexual inclinations as natural 
and normal. 


Emotional troubles 


"All emotional troubles come from 


the disparity between who you are and 
who you think you should'be," Marsh 
said. The sources of this conflict, he 
said, are complex, deeply ingrained and 


j authoritarian sexual and social mores. 


Marsh attacked this cultural pressure 


as being vicious, crippling and repres- 
sive. "It's as though someone said you 


• and I did not have the brains cr the 


wherewithal to know how to function 


. in our love lives, as well as our social 


lives." 


The Judeo-Christian code, he con- 


tended, manifests itself in a "low- 
grade" version of morality, which 
legislates or conditions a person's atti- 
tudes toward what is sexually respec- 
table. Marsh described his own ethics 
as a "morality of the highest order," 
that seeks to bring people together "in 
very benevolent and friendly rela- 


; tionships." 


He said, "From a biological point of 


view, there is no such thing as a unna- 
tural sex act." 


; 
The biological viewpoint, however, is 


; exclusive of legal or moral standards, 
: Marsh added. Sexual acts forced on 


people should be treated as assault and 
batter, he said, and sex divorced from 
love is mechanical and meaningless. 


One man course 


In his role as a "one-man sex educa- 


tion course traveling around the 
country," Marsh also lectured on male 
and female sexual responsiveness, and 
explained blackboard diagrams on 
physiology. 


"The male goes into heat about every 


72 hours," he said. "It's a biological 
switch that has little to do with social 
conditions." The time period varies 
with individuals, but in general, if men 
do not find sexual satisfaction when 
they "have the itch," they become 
restless, irritable and distracted, he 
said. 


Sexual heat cycles in women are not 


so clearly defined, Marsh said. And 
unlike men, who are psychologically 
aroused by sight and constantly 
undress every woman in their minds, 
only 30 per cent of the female popula- 
tion is "on the sexual prowl." 


Marsh said women resent being 


mentally disrobed, "but this is the way 
men are." One of the main benefits of 
the women's liberation movement, he 
said, was that men are being taught to 
recover the sensuality and ability to 
express emotions that they lost in 
childhood. 


New approach 


Instead of "listening to a whole 


symphony and waiting for the last 
note," men are now being retrained to 
be aware of women's responsiveness, 
and to approach sex more leisurely, he 
said. 


Marsh was a practicing physician in 


obstetrics, gynecology and sex coun- 
seling from 1942 to 1967. He then 
became coordinator of health profes- 
sions in the San Francisco Bay area, 
and returned to private practice in 1971 
as a specialist in sexual retraining for 
couples. 


He also speaks on alcoholism, 


marriage, 
deviant behavior 
and 


psychology, and was one of the 
pioneers in sensitivity and encounter 
group therapy. His visit to FVTI was 
arranged by the student senate. 


He concluded a question and answer 


period after his talk with a plea that his 
listeners "take a chance on being loved 
and take a chance on loving."

Alligators hunted

NEW ORLEANS (AP) - There are 


radically conflicting views on the 
outcome of Louisiana's first legal 
alligator hunt in 10 years. 


State officials deem it a success. 


Conservationists see it as a new 
threat to the species. It was disaster 
for the 1,347 saurians whose hides are 
now curing in saty. 


The experimental season, held over 


278.168 acres of coastal swamp in the 
southwestern corner of Louisiana, 
was limited to 13 days and 64 specially 
licensed trappers. It ended Sept. 17. 


The Louisiana Wild Life and 


Fisheries Commission says it is still 
evaluating the hunt and has not 
decided whether another will be held 
next year. 


"We weren't just out to kill a bunch 


of alligators." said Ted Joanen, a 
commission research biologist. 


But Don Schuler, vice president of 


the New Orleans Audubon Society, 
said the experiment had put in 
jeopardy the whole national policy of 
protecting alligators from extinction. 


"The lid has been lifted on poaching 


just when that kind of thing was 
being brought under control," Schuler" 
said. 


The big problem with alligators: 


How do you "harvest" them without 
having the big reptiles hunted to 
near-extinction? Alligator hide makes 
handsome shoes, purses, belts, and 
thus sells for up to $11 per foot — a 
big temptation to the greedy. 


Protected against legal trappers as 


an endangered species, alligators 
staged a comeback in the web of 
bayous and canals in four million 
acres of swampland in southern 
Louisiana. 


Even with alligator hunting illegal, 


poachers poled their boats into vast 
and unpopulated marshes to hunt 
"gators at night. 


It's easy. In the beam from a 


flashlight, an alligator's eyes glow like 
two redhot coals. A bullet between 
the eyes finishes the reptile, then it 
is hung and skinned. 


It's a messy business, but some men 


rate it an easy buck. 


After the legal hunt, the hides were 


auctioned off at $74.614, an average 
of $8.02 per foot, although prime hides 
brought more than $11 a foot. 


Trappers had to bring in each hide 


skinned in a certain way — with 
specifications kept secret until the day 
of the hunt. 


Each hide was tagged by a 


Louisiana Wild Life and Fish agent 


with a special tag. issued for the 
occasion. 


"Our tagging system will work," 


Joanen said. " Poachers might take 
a few hides but how will they sell 
them? No furrier will risk his license 
by buying untagged hides." 


Schuler scoffed. In the first place, 


he said, he wouldn't trust the state 
agency to enforce the system. 


"As for tagging hides." he said. "I 


have a feeling that if 2.000 alligators 
were taken, if they keep doing this 
for a couple more years, you're going 
to find about 30,000, 40,000 or 50,000 
alligator hides on the market They 
are all tagged Louisiana legal hides 
- and who is going to prove which 
are what?" 


Holiday changes sought 
by New Zealanders 


WELLINGTON. N.Z. (AP) - Three 


major changes in New Zealand's way 
of life are being sought by organizers 
of the Christchurch Commonwealth 
Games from Jan. 24 to Feb. 2, 1974. 


They want staggered holidays for 


workers, a later start to the school 
year and later drinking hours. 


Most New Zealanders take their 


summer vacations from Christmas to 
mid-January, causing a massive in- 
dustrial and commercial closedown. 
But some businessmen now say they 
will allow staff to take holidays 
coinciding with the Games. 


Attempts to- postpone the start of 


the school year in early February are 
aimed at releasing boarding school 
accommodation for Games visitors. 


Games organizers also want bars to 


remain open beyond the customary 10 
p.m. to provide late-evening enter- 
tainment for an expected 20,000 sports 
fans.

Janty R Kain. attirtint high school 


principal and a local vocational educa- 
tion coordinator, told the board, "We 
have to get rid of the idea that voca- 
tional education is the only preparation 
in school that is preparation for work. 


. We must accept the idea that education 


itself is preparation for work and 
should be a goal throughout school." 


Kain described the concept of 


"career education" development by the 
US. Office of Education and the state 
Department of Public Instruction, a 
step-by-step plan that seeks to instill 
awareness of work in children, starting 
with kindergarten. 


He produced national figures for 


1970-71 which showed that nearly 2.5 
million students had left the formal 
educational system without any 
specific training for jobs. Of these 
students, 850.000 were elementary and 
high school dropouts, 750.000 graduat- 
ed from high schools without prior 
career training and did not go on to 
college and another 850.000 were high 
school graduates who had entered 
college in 1967 had failed to complete 
their programs. 


College degrees no longer guarantee 


jobs. Kain said, and the national statis- 
tics point up a contradiction: "We've 
been trying to get our young people 
ready for work by keeping them away 
from work." 


JobposBfeitities 


Career education would remedy that 


situation by incorporating lessons on 
work attitudes and job possibilities into 
the regular school curriculum at ail 
levels. 


Kain said. "Career education is not 


vocational education nor is it an at- 
tempt to force a job choice upon 
students." Rather, the program allows 
children to make free decisions on work 
as they advance through school by 
making them aware of many "fields of 
endeavor." 


The Office of Education has isolated 


15 of these career areas from 20.000 
particular jobs. The rationale behind 
the program is that grade school 
children should be familiar with these 
job "clusters" so they can make cons- 
cious choices in junior and senior 
highs.

model of personality development that 
equates a person's "emerging self with 
"vocational identity."

tfgMiblican Atty. Gen. Robert Warren 
a]td the other by a commission ap- 
pointed by Democratic Gov. Patrick 
J. Lucey, Knowies' successor. 


Lowell Hall was acquired by the 


state in 1970 for $3.55 million. Warren 
has 
asserted 
an 
appraisal 
sub- 


sequently placed the value of the 
building about about $2 million. 


Knowies served as chairman of the 


Building Commission before he retired 
from office in January of 1971. 


The Building Commission and the 


Board of Regents both approved the 
purchase of Lowell Hall for $3.55 
million, even though Levine, accord- 
ing to witnesses, was faced with 
bankruptcy and the state might have 
been able to obtain the dormitory at 
a foreclosure sale. 


Knowies said he met with Levine 


"at his request" regarding the 
proposed state purchase of Lowell 
Hall. 


"He outlined the situation to me." 


Knowies said of Levine, a prominent 
Madison Democrat and real estate 
dealer. "He said he stood to lose 
everything. I gave him no assurances 
one way or the other." 


The former governor said he had 


no idea the building had not been 
appraised. 


'"Hindsight is always 20-20 " 


Knowies said."If I had known some 
of the background, I think we could 
have guarded against any suspicion 
of anything out of order." 


Knowies said he was not certain 


whether he would approve the 
purchase if confronted again with the 
same situation, or if he would hold 
out for purchase at a foreclosure sale. 


"I can't answer that question," the 


ex-governor said. 


"There was a real urgency," he 


continued. "The University Extension 
needed space. If we had tried to 
duplicate the construction of the same 
building, we would have been out of 
the ballpark" financially. 


"I think we got a building that, 


basically, in terms of cost, were 
minimal," Knowies said. 


UW officials have told the gover-

The ailing house 
Windows 
shed sand 
constantly 


BY ROGER C. WHITMAN 


Q: The glass block windows in the 


bathroom and bedroom shed gray sand 
from the cement. Every time a truck or 
airplane goes by. more sand appears on 
the window sills. What can I do to 
remedy this? —Chicago. 


A: Sounds as though the cement mix 


they used between blocks was heavy on 
the sand, and too light on the cement. 
Short of removing the blocks and 
starting over again, about aO you can 
do is gentry brush what surface sand is 
present, then apply clear masonry 
sealer with a smaB pointed brush. Let's 
hope this firms up that skimpy cement 
mixture. 


Q: Is there no kind of paint that won't 


peel off galvanized rain gutters? — 
Lorain. Ohio. 


A: Any good grade of 'exterior paint 


wOl stick, but not until you get 
the surface ready first. In the old 
days, this called for a year's weather- 
ing; ft still works, too. But much faster 
is to apply a proper primer made 
especially for galvanized. One univer- 
sally known brand is "Galvinoteum," 
made by Rustoteum Corp^ Evanston, 
ID. 


Q: About four years ago, I had our 


home recovered with a good grade of 
interlocking asphalt shingles. Last 
spring our ceiling tiles in the front 
entrance became discolored and wet 
after a heavy rain. But this was only 
where the entrance is attached to the 
house. 


On two different occasions, the con- 


tractor had checked this condition. He 
has sealed under the shingles and on 
the edges, but to no avail. This has to be 
a fairly large leak to soak through the 
insulation plus the ceiling tiles. What 
do you suggest? -Milwaukee. 


A: It would be hard to believe the 


contractor didn't install a complete 
metal flashing along this entire joint 
where the entrance roof meets the 
siding. Or that he didn't repair any 
flashing he found faulty. But I have to 
mention the possibility. Another, more 
likely cause could be a leak from higher 
up, such as under second floor window 
frames where the caulking was 
cracked. This could travel down and 
emerge where you've been having the 
trouble. Leaks can be long-distance 
troublemakers.

Water pollution legislation 


After 39 negotiating sessions, a House-Senate conference 


committee has produced a compromise anti-water pollution bill 
to replace separate legislation passed in each house. That is an 
accomplishment. There was fear that there would be sort of an 
agreed deadlock so that both parties could play politics with the 
issue this fall 


But there still is a long way to go. The bill must be approved in 


both houses in the crush of pre-election business. And it must 
gain the approval of President Nixon, measured against total 
spending and the deficit The bill promises $24 billion in aids to 
states and localities over three years, with the money to be spent 
over nine years. Mr. Nixon's original request was to get things 
started with $6 billion in aids over three years. 


The bill also is controversial in the field of jurisdiction. While 


the Nixon administration sought more power for the states, the 
compromise bill grants the federal Environmental Protection 
Agency power to take over if a state does not live up to programs 
established under federal anti-pollution guidelines. A goal of 
ending water pollution by 1985 is set. Industry would have to use 
the "best practical" technology by 1977 and the "best available" 
technology by 1963. 


A key section is one which provides 75 per cent federal aid for 


new local waste treatment plants. At present, the federal share is 
55 per cent, but there is not enough money to go around for new 
plants which are in the works, many of them as a result of federal 
and state clean-up orders. This section can have no better 
translation than the $24 million plant being planned by the 
Neenah-Menasha Sewerage District. 


The need for a reordering of spending priorities has become 


something of a political cliche in Washington. The anti-pollution 
bill gives it some real meaning. There is public agreement on 
trying to overtake and halt water pollution, but the federal 
government has not put its money where its mouth is. The bill 
should become law before the election recess so communities 
like Neenah-Menasha can plan their new plants with an as- 
surance of financing. 


/nconven/ence or skyjacking 


As skyjackings continue, amazingly with no loss of life in all 


but a very few cases, more drastic measures have been suggest- 
ed to combat the rash of attempts to hold for various kinds of 
ridiculous ransom plane loads of travelers. 


Dr. Theodore Rubin, columnist for the Ladies Home Journal 


and not to be confused with the Dr. what - you've - always - 
wanted - to - know - about - Sex Rueben (although possibly there 
has been little effort to deny such confusion on the part of the 
magazine) writes that "all passengers will have to change into 
uniforms or smocks which they will wear during the flight. 
While the plane is aloft, passengers' clothes will be stored in 
individual, fireproof, bombproof capsules", and luggage would 
be sent by a separate plane. 


Maybe, if things get bad enough and there is more efficiency, 


some sort of plan isn't too outrageous. Searching methods so far, 
even with careful frisking, isn't foolproof. Maybe more publicity 
about searching would help with passengers warned with large 
signs -and by ticket sellers -that searches would be made. The 
already financially shaky airlines wouldn't like it but few 
passengers would complain. There has been little or no outcry 
about current methods which slow up schedules. The airlines are 
unrealistically sensitive about anything that might deter a 
reservation. 


But since there still is a problem with the proper and prompt 


delivery of baggage when it is supposed to go on the same plane 
with the passenger, opposition to the separate plane suggestion 
might well develop especially if many passengers arrived in 
Seattle and their luggage took the long way around by way of 
Tokyo. 


And think what sort of an uproar there would be if the right 


clothes capsules somehow were shunted to a different plane 
with a different destination? 


A lesson in fish life 


Neither women's libbers nor the long suffering male should 


draw any anthropomorphic conclusions, but there is a fish living 
in the waters of Australia which has an interesting characteris- 
tic. 


According to research by an Australian zoologist, Dr. D. R. 


Robertson of the University of Queensland, the wrasse, a 3- to 
six-inch brightly colored tropical fish, can take on sex 
characteristics of both female and male — but under certain 
conditions only. 


Under normal life situations, a male wrasse has a harem of 


three to six females and there is no doubt about who is boss. 
Papa is head of the varied household and something of a bully 
besides. 


But when or if the male dies, one of the members of the harem 


not only takes over the usual responsibilities but physically 
changes sex as well. First the new head of the household begins 
to act like a male in dominating the other members of the harem 
and in sexual displays. Then there is the actual transformation of 
the ovaries into testes. "Probably all females are capable of 
changing sex and most have testicular elements within perfectly 
functioning ovaries," Dr. Robertson explained. "The tendency of 
any female to change may be actively suppressed by more 
dominant individuals in the hierarchy." This opinion seems 
borne out in that if the female turned male dies, another female 
goes through the same transformation. 


There are other examples of hermaphoditism in living crea- 


tures but generally both male and female functions exist at the 
same time. The wrasse is apparently the only creature so far 
investigated which changes sex under these specific circum- 
stances. 


Watching the warblers 


This is the time of year when bird watchers go crazy. 
A great many birds go through color changes during molting 


seasons. But in Wisconsin, during September, there are the 
migrations of what bird specialist Roger Tory Peterson calls the 
"confusing fall warblers." They are enough to make the 
dedicated or even the half-hearted watcher forget the apple 
harvest, the magnificent maple tree displays or even the smell of 
leaf smoke after an enthusiastic football game. 


Warblers cause identification problems all the time. During 


the spring migrations they hide under the new leaves, dart from 
twig to twig, hungry and eager. But at least in May they show 
their colors, brilliant oranges, yellow rump patches, startling 
contrasts of black and white, scarlet and even blue. 


But at the time of year when most of the rest of the outdoor 


world is a blaze of glorious, blaring color, the warblers become 
shy. 


Now they all are dirty green. 
Actually if they all were just that the problem would not be so 


annoying. But there is almost always just one tiny bright spot, 
one small identification that has to be caught. A glimpse of a 
whit? wing bar or a white outer tail feather, the wisp of a crest, 
the wagging of a tail just a little more than another, a penchant 
for cedars or choke cherries or milkweed pods —any one of these 
might mean positive identification. The bird watcher goes 
silently or not so silently furious and strangely mad.

tax rate* with provisions for exceeding them 
he may be sanctioning! This'is not as rare an 
a voter referendum. 


The conference, in attempting to limit ex- 


penditure growth, also has urged another 
procedure be stopped which is particularly 
sensitive so far as local officials are concerned. 
Tax group leaders have asked for a prohibition 
on state legislative or administrative action 
which forces additional costs on local units. 


The conference stresses that the spirit of 


spending control should also be incorporated in 
the 1973-75 budget when the governor begins 
formal preparation of it in the next few weeks. 
The 1971-73 budget is 25 per cent over 1969-71. 
Increased property tax relief by the last session 
was a desitable development, though the. the 
impact on taxpayers varied in individual com- 
munities because of enactment of a redistribu- 
tion formula for shared taxes and the property 
tax offset 


Nevertheless, despite continuing efforts to 


minimize the effect of taxes on business 
growth, the indisputable fact remains that 
Wisconsin leads in total state and local taxes 


per $ljMQ of personal income. Spending curbs 
are recognized by taxpayers as the only prac- 
tkal way to change this. 


Public payroll expansion needs stronger 


control la the decade of the ItMfc, an govern- 
mental employment in Wisconsin went up §2 
per cent, while manufacturing employment 
rose only S per cent and the number of farm 
workers actually declined 30 per cent Survey 
studies at the request of tax groups show 
workers in Milwaukee city and county govern- 
ment being paid $1,000 a year of more than their 
conterparts in private employment 


A review of the state retirement fund in- 


dicates that retirement benefits to public 
employes also outrank those of average private 
pensions. 


With disproportionate growth of this kind, 


the request of the Wisconsin Taxpayers 
Conference that local and state governments 
on a voluntary basis freeze the hiring of new 
personnel, if even temporarily, appears resona- 
Me. 


Local governments are now planning their 


1973 budgets and tax levies, and work on the 
state budget will begin earlier than usual this 
fall as for the first time Wisconsin's chief 
executive begins the second half of a 4-year 
term. 


The need is clear for taxpayers to be aware of 


spending and tax issues, and to become directly 
involved in public discussions so their feelings 
are as forcibly expressed as are the demands of 
the increasingly militant groups who benefit 
from tax dollar largesse.

WASHINGTON - Favoritism was 


the charge levelled against the ad- 
ministration's treatment of the big 
grain dealers who profited so hand- 
somely in the recent Russian wheat 
deal No one seriously contended that a 
crime had been committed. 


So it figured that President Nixon, 


following a dubious claim by Vice 
President Agnew that an FBI inves- 
tigation was on, would actually order 
an investigation by the bureau. For the 
FBI is sure to discover that no crime 
was involved. 


In the Watergate affair, the deepest 


suspicion is that the attempted break-in 
to Democratic headquarters had 
something to do with former officials of 
the Nixon administration who have 
been active in the President's reelection 
' campaign. In particular, attention cen- 
tered on former Secretary of Com- 
merce Maurice Stans, who is campaign 
treasurer, and former Attorney General 
John Mitchell. 


The President was asked about all 


this in his news conference of Aug. 29. 
He made what he called a "categorical" 
statement that "no one in this adminis- 
tration, presently employed, was in- 
volved in this very bizarre incident." 


Cited full investigation' 


At the same news conference Mr. 


Nixon dealt with charges that the ad- 
ministration might cover up the inves- 
tigation. As barriers 
against a 


whitewash, he cited "a full field inves- 
tigation by the FBI" and a prosecution 
by the Justice Department. 


But now it comes out that the Justice 


Department has not pressed those in- 
dicted for the break-in on the source of 
their funds. Mr. Stans, who is a poten- 
tial source, has issued statements to the 
press but refused to be questioned. And 
the Washington Post has developed a 
story to the effect that Robert Mardian, 
a former assistant attorney general and 
leading figure in the reelection cam- 
paign, directed the destruction of 
documents pertinent to the Watergate 
affair. 


Then there is the matter of Gen. John 


Lavelle, the Air Force officer retired for 
unauthorized bombing of North Viet- 
nam. The White House has taken the 
position that it was a one-man opera- 
tion involving complicated orders 
which was suitably disposed of within 
the military. 


Civilians of White House 


In fact, it is clear that many, many 


officers were involved. There was an 
attempt to cover the affair up with the 
Congress by the Chief of Air Staff Gen. 
John Ryan. Gen. Ryan's action was 
apparently inspired by civilian authori- 
ties. The indications are that those 
civilian authorities were not at the 
Pentagon, as many of us thought, but at 
the White House. 


As a final case, there was the bitter 


argument last month about the bomb- 
ing of North Vietnam and the dike 
system in the Red River valley. The 
serious charge, the charge made 
explicitly by United Nations Secretary- 
Genera! Kurt Waldheim, is that the 
bombing endangered the dikes. 


But President Nixon chose to make it 


seem that the issue was whether the 
bombing of the dikes was deliberate. In 
his press conference of July 27, Mr. 
Nixon gave one answer which went on 
for 24 paragraphs without once ack- 
nowledging that we were indeed hitting 
the dikes or that the bombing did, as 
Mr. Waldheim truly asserted, endanger 
the dike system. 


Not whole truth 


What emerges from all this is the 


Nixon ethic. In every instance, the 
President and his men obscure moral 
issues. They reply forthrightly to 
charges not made. When it happens to 
them to tell the truth, the truth they tell 
is not the whole truth. 


Exactly why this is so baffles me. The 


President's sense that people are out to 
get him -they kick him around, as he 
once put it -probably plays a part So 
does the will to win and the emphasis 


on being first. But even allowing for all 
these things, I really don't understand 
the constant disposition to hedge the 
truth, to be disingenuous, to con 
people. 
: 


What I do understand is that the 


public morality has been debased. 
There is something dirty about 
Washington these days, and while, I 
don't suppose Mr. Nixon is entirely to 
blame, neither do I see how he can He 
altogether divorced 
from 
respon- 


sibility.

PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti (AP) - 


This black republic is just across the 
narrow Windward Passage from 
Cuba, but Haiti seems to shun the 
Castro message of economic salvation 
through socialism. 


For years Havana radio has been 


broadcasting 
to 
Haiti's 
Creole- 


speaking and 90 per cent illiterate 
masses. But the U.S. Embassy says 
the broadcasts have little impact, 
Haitian government censorship keeps 
out of print any accounts from 
Havana of Cuban achievements. 


The talk here js not of nat- 


ionalization but of tax concessions 
and cheap labor - the legal minimum 
is $1 a day — and the need for outside 
capital to develop the country. 


In Haiti, as one foreign economic 


observer phrased it, "people take the 
view that foreign capital must be their 
primary engine of development." 


Foreign investors' interest had 


dwindled during the ultranationalistic 
regime of the late dictator Francois 
"Papa Doc" Duvalier. His son and 
successor, 21-year-old Jean Claude 
Duvalier, along with a group of 
Cabinet ministers, woo the foreign 
investor as vital to fulfilling their 
promise of economic growth. 


"My father made the political 


revolution, I will make the social 
revolution," the young ruler promises 


Duvalier and his group have 


banished the Ton-Ton Macoute. This 
ragtag militia, under "Papa Doc," had 
been used by the physician-president 
to offset the political ambitions of the 
professional military. At times the 
Ton-Ton Macoute shook down and 
terrorized civilians

Scott Hunter, an irrepressible and

I could not find any reference to the 


relationship between the snowmobilers 
and the nonsnowmobilers in your 
supplement My enjoyment of the out- 
doors has been sharply reduced by the 
ever-present snowmobile. It is getting 
increasingly difficult to find a patch of 
wilderness in which to hunt, fish or 
even hike without the whine of the 
snowmobile engine disturbing my soli- 
tude.

spreading affluence and its corallary, 
consumer activism, is the availability 
today of information that once was 
closely guarded by money institutions. 


A growing number of banks now 


publish for individuals the type of 
money management bulletins that 
once were directed only at wealthy 
individuals and corporations. 


There is nothing altruistic about it. 


It's good business. 


Millions of persons today have 


discretionary income; they have 
money left over after paying for basic 
needs, and they can decide how they 
want to save or spend it. Naturally 
the banks are interested. 


In addition, people are better 


educated today. This doesn't neces- 
sarily mean that they are better 
equipped to handle themselves in the 
complex marketplace of modern 
society, but it does mean that they 
want to know how. 


The combination of money and 


education adds up to power That 
power underlays the entire consumer 
movement — it led to the more 
vigorous regulatory climate and now 
it is fostering the disclosure of in- 
formation once regarded as private. 


Monthly publications by large 


banks treat such diverse topics as 
controlling travel costs, the art and 
science of budgeting, and calculating 
retirement costs. 


Among the tips is a savings time- 


table that lists the amount that must 
be saved per month at various interest 
rates to achieve a specific goal in a 
stated time. 


If you wished to build up savings 


of $10,000, you would look down the 
chart and read that you would have 
to put away $148.34 a month for five 
years or $65.86 a month for 10 years, 
assuming 4.5 per cent interest. 


Smart savers then may turn to 


another chart, also offered by the 
banks under their recent "the truth 
never hurt" policy. This chart illus- 
trates the damage that inflation rates 
cause over the years. 


It shows that if the rate of inflation

availability of information rise, so also 
rises the number of d i r e c t 
shareholders in corporations, so also 
does the amount of life insurance. 


The facts aid rather than hurt 


legitimate financial institutions.

explaining why Congress may grant 
President Nixon extraordinary powers 
to stop the runaway federal budget 


Burns, the nation's central banker, is 


not normally engaged in pushing Nixon 
legislation. But the President's request 
for a $250 billion spending ceiling in the 
current fiscal year is not normal 
legislation, and Burns's advocacy 
helped enlist the essential support of 
Rep. Wilbur D. Mills of Arkansas, the 
Ways and Means chairman. With Mills 
behind it, a big bipartisan majority on 
the committee was expected this week 
to approve pretty much what Mr. 
Nixon wants. 


Thus, a White House proposal once 


given little hope is clearing its first 
hurdle with a real chance for Congres- 
sional passage. With $265 billion 
already in the appropriations pipeline, 
Mr. Nixon will have to eliminate a 
whopping $15 billion. Predictably, he 
will slice deeply into social we'lfare 
programs he feels are bloated anyway. 


Such emergency powers would last 


only one year. After that. Nixon 
economic strategists hope Congress 
would reform itself to bring, lethal, 
runaway spending under control. But 
worried liberals fear the worst. Rep. 
James Corman of California, leading 
liberal Democratic spolesman on Ways 
and Means, told his colleagues last 
week that the Nixon spending limit 
would be "a fiscal Gulf of Tonkin 
resolution.'' 


Taken by surprise 


When Congress passed the Tonkin 


resolution in 1964, anti-war liberals 
were unaware that Lyndon B. Johnson 
would use it to claim extraordinary war 
powers in Vietnam. Corman fears an 
abdication of Congressional budgetary 
powers may be equally momentous. 
And although liberals this time are 
more alarmed than in 1964, they have 
been taken by surprise once again. 


Until last week, liberal Congressmen I 


were quixotically eyeing the bill to 
renew the national debt ceiling as a 
vehicle for tax reform. More realis- 
tically, a month ago the White House 
became deadly serious about tying the 
$250 billion expenditure ceiling to the' 
debt limit 


When first proposed in July, the 


spending limit seemed a stale political 
ploy by the President since Congress 
surely would not pass it, Congress 
could be blamed for forcing tax 
increases in Mr. Nixon's second term to 
finance excess spending. Since then, 
however, the spending ceiling has been 
viewed at the White House as the best 
way to halt or at least slow down the 
spending rollercoaster. 


The stumbling block seemed to be 


Chairman Mills, playing Mr. Partisan 
Democrat in this election year. But 
Richard Cook, Mr. Nixon's lobbyist in 
the House, had read Chapter 19 of 
President Johnson's "Vantage Point" - 
a detailed account of Mills's efforts to 
enact spending controls in 1967. 


Secret meeting 


Cook met secretly with Mills and 


learned of Mills's continuing interest in 
a spending ceiling -providing it was a 
firm one without the many exceptions 
that made it meaningless in 1967. Mr. 
Nixon then asked Dr. Burns, more res- 
pected by Mills than any Administra- 
tion official, to see the chairman. 


In their three-hour conversation, 


Burns stressed how much a spending 
limit would bolster the shaky U.S. 
position in international monev 
markets. At Mills's request, Bums con- 
tinued his arguments at Tuesday's 
committee session -pleading for heroic 
measures against the runaway budget. 


That's not all. Dr. Charls Walker, 


Under Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Administration's high-level fiscal 
lobbyist, has spent two weeks pushing 
the spending limit The potent home- 
building industry, fearful of inflation 
kicking up mortgage interest rates 
again, was recruited to lend a hand.

Monumental task 
ROME (AP) - Rome's chief 
archeotofist has recommended a $5 
mUHon facelift for the Colosseum and 
the city's other great monuments 
neglected for years by government 
indiflerence. 


Romans were shocked at the news 


Tuesday that the Colosseum, greatest 
monument of Rome's imperial past, 
would be fenced off and closed to the 
public because of the danger of falling 
masonry. But observers said the move 
might finally spur the government to 
save Rome's treasures. 


"The diagnosis of the Colosseum is 


not only a terrible blow for tourism 
but also for the dignity of Rome in 


the world." said the newspaper II 
Tempo. 


lanfilippo Carettoni, superintendent 


of antiquities in Rome, said the 
government must be prepared to 
spend SSlf.000 to make the Colos- 
seum safe for visitors. • 


"But it's not only the Colosseum 


that needs repairs,'* he added. "All of 
Rome's monuments need urgent work 
that will require appropriating a 
billion lire." 


That's $5.1 million, or more than 10 


times what the government earmarks 
annually to pay for the personnel and 
the maintenance of many monuments 
in and around Rome.

secret talks here today between Henry 
A. Kissinger and North Vietnamese 
peace negotiators. 


A U.S. official spokesman would 


only confirm the White House an- 
nouncement that a second session 
was held today following the 
presidential adviser's meeting Tuesday 
with Le Due Tho, Hanoi Politburo 
member and special adviser to the 
North Vietnamese peace talks 
delegation, and Xuan Thuy, head of 
the delegation. 


A spokesman at the North Viet- 


namese delegation turned aside all 
questions concerning the parley. "We 
have nothing to say," he repeated. 


The extension of the Kissinger- 


North Vietnamese 18th meeting into 
a second day stirred speculation here 
as to whether some progress was 
finally being made in the negotiations 
that have been deadlocked for nearly 
four years. 


The publicly stated positions of 


both sides remain far apart. The Viet 
Cong has been pressing hard for 
acceptance of its plan for a tripartite 
provisional government to replace the 
regime of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu in Saigon. This proposal has 
been rejected by the South Viet- 
namese and American delegations. 


The Communist side had stated the 


war will continue as long as the 
United States maintains its support of 
Thieu and continues mining ports in 
North Vietnam and attacks in both 
zones of Vietnam.

Senate voted 45 to 42 Tuesday to strip 
an "end-the-war" amendment from the 
foreign-military-aid authorization bill. 


Cranston, a leader of Democratic 


antiwar strategists in the Senate, told 
a reporter he referred to congressional 
elections as well as the presidential 
election. 


The Senate tally reversed two 


previous roll calls by which the 
Senate voted 50 to 44 on July 24 and 
49 to 47 on Aug. 2 to adopt similar 
amendments to cut off funds for U.S. 
military operations in Indochina in 
four months, conditioned on release 
of American prisoners of war by 
North Vietnam. 


Cranston attributed the reversal to 


absenteeism. Six antiwar members 
and four opponents of the fund cutoff 
weren't there. 


The only switch from the previous 


vote was Sen. Clinton P. Anderson, 
D-N.M., who voted Tuesday for the 
motion by Sen. John C. Stennis, D- 
Miss., to strike the troop-withdrawal 
requirement from the bill. 


Stennis, chairman of the Senate 


Armed Services Committee, told the 
Senate he believes President Nixon 
has been doing all he can as "head 
of a self-respecting nation" to bring 


the Vietnam war to an ewL 


If ending the war were the only 


consideration. Stennis said, the Senate 
vote would be unanimous. 


But "the power and responsibility 


of ending any war rests with the 
president under the Constitution." 
Stennis said. "Let's not relieve him of 
it. 


"When we try to override the 


president and cripple his power. I 
think we are encouraging the enemy 
to hold out." 


After removing the "end-the-war" 


amendment, the Senate passed the bill 
46 to 41. The Senate had defeated a 
similar bill 48 to 42 on July 24 with the 
'war-end provision attached. 


The bill would authorize $1.82 


billion in assistance to 64 countries. 
$431 million less than requested by 
the Nixon administration and $311 
million less than voted earlier by the 
House. 


An amendment by Republican 


Leader Hugh Scott to increase the 
total from the $1.33 billion recom- 
mended by the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee was approved by 
a 56-32 Senate vote. 


The bill now goes to a House-Senate 


conference to adjust differences. 


Probe of war 
crimes claimed 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) - The Daily 
Oklahoman reported todav that the 
Army has been investigating for two 
years allegations that a single infantry 
company committed a series of war 
crimes in the same vicinity as the My 
Lai massacre. 


The Daily Oklahoman said the toll 


in murdered civilians and executed 
prisoners was estimated by former 
members of the unit from 80 to 
"hundreds." 


The unit under investigation is 


Company C, 2nd Battalion, 35th In- 
fantry, 3rd Brigade, 25th Infantry 
Division, the paper said in a story by 
Jack Taylor. 


Taylor said the company was at- 


tached to the 4th Infantry Division 
and was operating in Quang Ngai 
Province when the alleged crimes 
were committed in the spring of 1967. 


That is the same general area of the 


My Lai massacre, which occurred the 
following spring after the 4th Division 
was relieved by the 23rd Infantry 
(Americal) Division. 


In Washington, a Pentagon 


spokesman said several investigations 
are under way but that he could not 
say if one involved Quang Ngai. 


Many of the atrocities allegedly 


committed by the unit of the 35th 
Infantry occurred during a search- 
and-destroy operation between March 
18-23,1967, the Daily Oklahoman said. 


It added that investigations by the 


Army Criminal Investigation Division 
(CID) of separate incidents led to a 
broader probe of other alleged in- 
cidents attributed to the same unit 
over an extended period. 


The series of alleged atrocities in- 


volves allegations of burning villages 
and crops, mutilating dead bodies and 
executing unarmed civilians and 
captured enemy troops, the paper 
said. 
No one to get 
peace prize 


OSLO (AP) -The Norwegian Nooel 


committee announced today that it 
has decided not to award any peace 
prize this year. 


This is the 19th omission since the 


prizes started in 1901. 


The 1971 peace prize went to Willy 


Brandt, the chancellor of West 
Germany.American Norman E. 
Borlaug won it in 1970 and Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. in 1964. The prize was 
last omitted in 1967. 


A Nobel Committee spokesman did 


not give any official reason for this 
year's decision. The prize money, 
approximately $100,000 will be kept 
in the Nobel fund.

before he was due to appear before the 
Currie Commission probing state real 
estate transactions. 


The state, in a deal later blasted by 


Republican Atty. Gen. Robert Warren, 
bought the private dormitory for $3.55 
million from financially troubled 
Robert Levine, later appointed state 
Selective Service chief by Democratic 
Gov. Patrick J. Lucey. 


Warren says that independent, out- 


side appraising indicates that the 
building was worth $2 million when 


purchased from Levine. 


Warren has charged that the deal 


was arranged by former UW President 
Fred H. Harrington. Warren has said 
that Levin "clearly" was a "confidant" 
of Harrington's. 


The price was calculated to save 


Levine from bankruptcy. Warren has 
suggested. 


Martin said that as chairman of the 


subcommittee which recommended the 
sale, he accepted full responsibility for 
the purchase. 


But he flatly contradicted claims by 


UW officials that the decision not to let 
Levine go into bankruptcy to buy the 
building at up to $900,000 cheaper came 
initially from him or former Gov. 
Warren P. Knowles. 


UW officials have said throughout 


the investigation that both Martin and 
Knowles argued that it was not proper 


for the state to "force" a man into 
bankruptcy because he could not meet 
his payments on a mortgage issued by a 
private insurance company. 


Among the UW officials making that 


claim has been Associate 
Vice 


President Wallace Lemmon. 


Martin said that he first heard that 


argument from Warren Exo, then a top 
aide working for Lemmon and still 
working for the UW in the facilities 
area. 


"Warren Exo told me that the 


University did not want to buy this 
property by forcing a person to 
foreclosure first," said Martin. 


"He didn't think it was ethical to do 


that, and I agreed," said the former 
Neenah lawmaker. 


"The two of us were standing there, 


holding the conversation. He is the one 
that brought it up. It is his word against 


mine - but I didn't even know that 
Levine was in foreclosure, or close to 
said Martin. 


"I got that from Exo." 
Knowles had not been brought into 


the consderation of the deal at the time 
the suggestion about the ethics of such 
a foreclosure purchase was made, said 
Martin. 


Martin said that he accepted full 


responsibility for not seeking indepen- 
dent, outside appraisals on the worth of 
Lowell Hall, but honestly thought that 
the figures being supplied by the UW 
were the results of such an appraisal. 
The UW secured an estimate of the 
replacement cost of the building ins- 
tead. 


Martin said that a prime failure of the 


state building process which led to the 
Lowell Kail controversy was theMack of 
adequate staff help for the Building 


Commission, comprised of part-time 
lawmakers. The Commission relies on 
the state Department of Administra- 
tion for staff assistance, and the 
department has become an "advocate" 
of continued state government and 
bureaucratic growth, rather than 
examining agency requests in detail, he 
charged. 


A similar theme was sounded by state 


Rep. Herbert Grover, D-Shawano, who 
said that he has long fought the "poor" 
information given it by the administra- 
tion department. 


"The thing is preposterous," he said. 


"As the junior member of the Building 
Commission, I obviously was not the 
one to contact," he said.

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New building 
is ruled out 
for hospital

WAUPACA -The Waupaca County 


Hospital at Weyauwega will not be 
replaced by a new building. 


Plans to modify it to meet standards 


which will qualify it to provide 
residential care for county patients and, 
possibly, residents from Shawano, Por- 
tage and Waushara County were 
described Tuesday. 


"Either way, it is going to cost this 


county some money," predicted 
Woodrow Smith, chairman of the 
Waupaca County Board, at the board's, 
regular meeting, as he related the many 
factors which have forced the board of 
trustees and him to the above 
conclusion. 


Prior to the chairman's delineation of 


what has been happening at the hospi- 
tal and what is going to happen, the 
supervisors listened to Dan Gorell, 
president of the Weyauwega Chamber 
of Commerce, and David Werth, chair- 
man of a C of C committee to study the 
total hospital situation. 


"We are concerned about the future 


of the county hospital because of its 
direct economic impact through the 
large number of persons employed 
there from the Weyauwega area; and 
about services the hospital has provid- 
ed to our residents," Werth said. 


"We are proud and involved in the 


services," he said. "The hospital 
provides the taxpayers with a source of 
revenue which is used in other funds in 
the county. During the last 10 years, the 
hospital has put, $282,612 into the 
county general fund and required only 
SI 1.418 from the county for its opera- 
tion. 


"Added to this, there has been a 


profit from the care of out-of-county 
patients, with the state paying 120 per 
cent of the state average for their care." 
he continued. "Not only will we be 
deprived of this income, plus caring for 
our own patients at very low cost, but 
we will have to send our residents 
outside to other counties at a higher 
cost. 


"In 1971 it would have cost this 


county $173.363 to care for resident 
patients, and during the past 10 years it 
would have cost the Waupaca County 
taxpayer $1,197.000 to care for our 
people in other county hospitals." he 
cited. 


With full knowledge that the build- 


ing is old and requires rebuilding or a 
new building and that the state has 
withdrawn funds because of certain 
inadequacies, Werth continued, "I 
think there is no question now that the 
hospital has outlived its usefulness- 


"The state will assist us by reimburs- 


ing interest on a new building, if we 
plan before June 30,1973. and with the 
money that we will be asked to spend in 
the next 10 years, say $2 million, we 
could pay for a new building and give 
our people the kind of care Waupaca 
County residents deserve. 


"There is a time factor, we unders- 


tand, and we urge you to act." Werth 
concluded. 


Smith told the supervisors that

State VTAE OKs budget

A S167.6 million budget for 1973-75 


will be submitted to the Department of 
Administration for approval by the 
State Board of Vocational, Technical 
and Adult Education. 


The state board, meeting for the first 


time at Fox Valley Technical Institute, 
Tuesday approved the figure, which 
includes a 75 per cent state aid program 
for full-time equivalency students to 
local districts. Up to now, state aids 
were given out at a 55 per cent basis. 


The 75 per cent grant proposal, 


however, still has not been approved by 
the Legislature and may come under 
some scrutiny before it and the budget 
are passed in final form. 


According to the proposal, about 97 


per cent of the total board budget 
would be returned directly to the local 
districts. 


The statement also says the budget 


would provide about 130 per cent 
increase in local assistance between 
1973-75. 


Lift burden? 


A number of the board members 


asked whether this would help lift some 
of the burden from the property taxes. 
It would, came the answer, but only an 
estimate of how much could be given. 


It was estimated by the VTAE ad- 


ministration that about 40 million could 
be cut from the property taxes if the 
proposed budget is adopted throughout 
the state. It has not been figured out by 
district, the board was informed. 


Another ticklish situation, which in- 


volved quite a number of the district 
administrators present at the meeting, 
was a report of a committee working on 
cooperation between the vocational 
board and the state Board of Regents, 
especially in regard to buildings.

called upon Robert Edwards, a com- 
mittee member and junior high school 
science teacher, to discuss the plans. 


Edwards provided background infor- 


mation on the center, stating that over 
700 school children used the facilities 
there between one and four times dur- 
ing the past school year. He said there 
are strong indications that the St. Mar- 
tin Lutheran School also will be using 
this outdoor laboratory. 
-The center came into being in 1964. It 
was purchased primarily with funds 
earned by the students and from 
various community groups. Although 
the outdoor center was purchased 
through the public schools, it has been 
open to all schools in the Clintonville 
School District. 


From the inception of the outdoor 


education idea, the Outdoor Education 
Center has been a focal point for 
science and conservation education. Its 
development has always involved the 
students as directly as possible. 
Approximately 10.000 trees have been 
planted on the 75 acres by the students. 
The center is located several miles 
northwest of Clintonville in the Town 
of Larrabee. 


Trees planted 


Edwards said that in the last year, 


additional trees were planted in the 
arboratum area including sugar maple, 
flowering crab, tulip and mountain ash. 
Also. Greg Bradley, also a science 
teacher at junior high school, provided 
18 varieties of prairie seed typical of the 
dry. western area, and this seed was 
planted at the center in what is usually 
a dry area. 
- The shelter will be an industrial pole 
building. 28 by 40 feet, with a steel roof 
and skylights. It will be closed on two 
sides and it will be possible to close it all 
at a later date if desired. Although not 
required, the shelter will be built to 
meet 
Industrial 
Commission 


requirements. The shelter will be cons- 
tructed about 100 feet from the road 
and source of electrical power. 


The total cost is expected to be $1.600 


for the building and another $370 for a 
concrete slab base. The Clintonville 
Lumber and Supply Co. will supply the 
materials for the shelter and offer its 


technical services. No school funds will 
be used.

I warn you to avoid a highway boldly 


marked "New York City," because it's 
now blocked by construction, pock- 
marked with deceiving holes much 
deeper than you might suspect I plead 
with you to take your time. 


Which route would you take? 
On the premise that you want to stay 


alive to fight again, I would assume 
you'd take the roundabout but safe 
way. 


On the basis of precisely this sort of 


reasoning —translated into the rarefied 
terms of the International Monetary 
Fund meeting of 123 nations in 
Washington this week -1 assume that 
the Western world will eventually 
agree upon a reformed currency system 
that can finance our ever-mounting 
volume of global trade. 


Avoid deep traps 


More specifically, the assumptions 


are that the group of 20 nations starting 
formal negotiations on monetary 
reform this week will go the round- 
about way and it will be years - 1974 
at the very earliest — before they can 
sign a broad, detailed agreement. 


But they will avoid the deep traps of 


the "fast" route and there will be no 
catastrophic breakdown in trade or 
communications (if only because they 
want to stay alive to fight again). 


As always, the emphasis is on the 


differences among the nations, and 
particularly, the great differences 
between the position of the U.S. and 
other individual governments. 


And, wow, are there differences! 
But wait. All around us also are signs 


of compromise and even of agreement 
which are fundamentally encouraging, 
if you will just look for them. Consider 


-After Aug. 15. 1971 - when 


President Nixon, by a stroke of the pen 
and a few sentences on a nationwide 
TV broadcast, buried "Bretton Woods" 
— the nations did continue to talk, to 
seek areas in which they might 
cooperate for their mutual salvation. 
The so-called Smithsonian Agreement 
of Dec. 18. 1971, it should be stressed, 
represented the first realignment of 
currencies ever negotiated over a 
conference table - instead of in res- 
ponse to the ruthless, cruel disciplines 
of the open market. That was a sign of 
cooperation not to be lost in signs of 
non-cooperation. 


-While there have been many warn- 


ings and forecasts of a dangerous 
shrinking of trade following the float- 
ing of currencies after Aug. 15, the 
breakdown has not taken place — and 
instead, trade has continued to expand. 


Investments grow 


-While there have been widespread' 


predictions too that investments would* 
dry up in a phase of uncertainty about 
how much each currency was worth in 
terms of other currencies, the drying up~ 
has not taken place — and instead, 
investments have continued to grow. 


—The complaints of the smaller na- 


tions that they were being ignored have 
been heeded — and, to the surprise of 
nearly everyone, the Group of 10 
wealthiest nations is now a Group of 20 
big and small countries. 


—The nations have controlled their 


"dirty floating," their intervention in 
the money markets to influence the 
rates of their own currencies in favor of 
themselves and —don't downgrade this 
— there is an effort to give the ap- 
pearance of cooperation. 


-Other free world nations are facing 


up to the fact that, if they undercut the 
U.S. dollar, they simultaneously under- 
cut the billions of U.S. dollars they hold 
—and then whose nose is being bitten? 


None of this is intended to shrug off 


the complexity of the problems, and 
you easily can get utterly discouraged 
when you realize that the fundamental 
issue involved in these negotiations is 
national sovereignty — the "gut" of all 
gut issues, indeed. 


Economic order at stake 


How much are we. in the U.S., for 


example, willing to relinquish our con- 
trol over our own economy? How much 
are we willing to submit to strict inter- 
national rules governing our behavior 
in the economic-financial sphere? As 
Austria's central bank head, Wolfgang 
Schmitz, has said, at stake in these 
discussions is nothing less than "the 
economic order of the free world." 


And maybe that's why the odds are 


an a reformed, wiorkable monetary sys- 
tem. To put it succinctly, the alterna- 
tives are too unspeakable to con- 
template.

Louis R Bean says that unless Sen. 
George McGovern climbs sharply in 
voter popularity. Democrats could 
lose control of Congress as well as 
the presidency in the November 
election. . 


Bean told a luncheon Tuesday that 


the Democratic presidential nominee 
now trails President Nixon in 
popularity polls by about 30 percen- 
tage points. He said Democratic 
.members of Congress have tradit- 
ionally run about 7 per cent ahead of 
their party's presidential nominee. 


"McGovern would have to come up 


to 40 to 45 per cent (of the popular 
vote) to deny President Nixon a 
Republican Congress," Bean said. 
" For example, he said. Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey, D-Minn., narrowly lost 
the presidency in 1968, but Democrats 
held between a 56 to 57 per cent 
control in Congress. 


Bean, who was alone among poll- 


sters to predict Harry S Truman's 
victory in 1948, said he knows of no 
election in U.S. history in which a 
candidate as far behind in polls as 
McGovern surged ahead to win. 


"In history, I don't see a situation 


where this kind of gap was closed an 
an underdog candidate won," Bean 
said. "Is it possible? Of course. 
Anything is possible." 


Bean said he's sure McGovern will 


come up in the polls as the election 
nears. 


"McGovern's people are seeing a 


turn toward their candidate, but that 
turn has to be of 30 points," Bean 
said. 


He said McGovern is "almost a lone 


figure" in the election against Nixon. 


"It's 
McGovern battling 35 


surrogates.... it's almost like fighting 
an Army," Bean said. "As soon as 
McGovern opens his mouth, 35 people 
leap on stage to rebut him."

Automakers accused

ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) - Minnesota 


Atty. Gen. Warren Spannaus has filed 
an anti-trust lawsuit accusing three 
major automobile manufacturers of 
conspiring to eliminate fleet discounts 
on motor vehicles sold to government 
buyers. 


Spannaus said the class action 


against General Motors Corp., Ford 
Motor Co. and Chrysler Corp. was 
brought on behalf of the State of 
Minnesota, counties, municipalities 
and other public agencies that might 
have been financially injured by the 
alleged conspiracy. 


The complaint alleged that the 


defendants entered into a conspiracy 
in 1970 to fix the price on fleet sales 
to government buyers and announced 
they would not compete in pricing.

Heat treatment restores vision 


GAINESVILLE. Fla. (AP) - A 


Cuban refugee has told fellow 
ophthalmologists he has developed a 
new treatment using heat which 
restored near-perfect vision to 10 
persons declared legally bund. 


At the same time Dr. Antonio 


Gasset was making his announcement 
to the convention of the American 
Academy of Ophthalmologists and 
Otolaryngologists in Dallas on Tues- 
day, the University of Florida released 
its researcher's findings on the 
Gainesville campus. 


Dr. Gasset said he and his research 


team have had "promising preliminary 
results" in experimental treatment of 
keratoconus, a condition causing the 
cornea to become thin and bulge 
almost to cone shape. 


The researcher also suggested that 


his team's new treatment, which takes 
less than one minute, may have pot- 
ential for correcting extreme near- 
sightedness caused by irregularity in 
the curvature of the cornea. 


"Keratoconus is not uncommon, 


although there are no known statis- 
tics," a University of Florida 


spokesman said. It's cause is unk- 
nown. 


The Florida team's procedure in- 


volves heating a pencil-sum probe to 
about 322K degrees Fahrenheit and 
swiftly applying it to the protruding 
cornea. 


Ten patients volunteered for the 


heat treatment instead of the more 
complex corneal transplant. All were 
previously declared legally blind, with 
vision of 20-200 or worse, Dr. Gasset 
said. Half of them could not tolerate 
contact lenses because of their 
misshapen corneas, he added. 


Over a period of several months 


following application, the team 
reported, the corneas gradually flat- 
tened with little or no scarring. Dr. 
Gasset said that as their corneas 
flattened, patients experienced a 
decrease in the degree of myopia 
(nearsightedness) and corneal astig- 
matism, a common defect caused by 
irregularities in the curvature of the 
cornea. 


The treatment at Gainesville - 


called thermokeratoplasty, or TKP for 
short —restored the volunteers' vision 


to 20-40 and in some cases to 20-20 
or normal sight, Dr. Gasset said. 


But he added. "The technique must 


be studied extensively with longer 
term evaluation of volunteer patients 
before it can be accepted for general 
use."

heads a six-man research team, said 
he decided to become an eye doctor 
while working for the Reti -a Foun- 
dation as an eyeglass washer in 
Boston 11 years ago.

For addicts of the "Amos and Andy 


Show," there were also the Kingfish. 
and Sapphire and Madam Queen. And 
there were the Beauty Parlor and the 
Fresh Air Taxkab Co. 


But it was the Negro dialect of two 


white men, Charles Correll and 
Freeman Gosden, which drew 
Americans to their sets week in and 
week out after the show went on 
network radio in 1929. 


On Tuesday, the deep voice of 


CorreU was silenced by death. Four 
days after he entered Chicago's 
Wesley Memorial Hospital in the 
wake of a heart attack. Correll died. 
He was 82. 


Born in Peoria, 111., CorreU retired 


in 1960 and lived in Beverly Hills, 
Calif., a few blocks from Gosden, now 
67. 


Correll and Gosden met in 1919 as 


fellow members of an amateur 
theatrical group touring the South. 


They formed a two-man team and 


toured tent shows in the South, 
sometimes singing duets. 


In 1926, Correl and Gosden started 


a blackface minstrel show on 
Chicago's WGN which they called 
"Sam 'n' Henry." 


When they changed stations in 1928 


they had to find a new name for their 
act because of the WGN contract. 


On an elevator ride to their first 


broadcast they overheard a man greet 
two other men as "Handy Andy" and 
"Famous Amos." Their search for a 
new name ended. 


The show went coast-to-coast on 


Aug. 18,1929, and the Amos and Andy 
Show soon became the most popular 
in the country. 


Restaurants frequently boosted the 


volume of their radio sets when the 
show came on, to satisfy their cus- 
tomers. Motion pictures often were 
cut at midreel so audiences could tune 
in on the doings of Amos and Andy. 


In 1960, with television taking more 


and more of the audience, Amos and 
Andy left the air.
